And yet there is a journal in Neiv York, a Professor of Success in 
an iniporta7it branch of trade, 7iamely, bookselling j which teaches that 
a bookseller ought ?iot to sell anythmg but books ; that he ought to sell 
at prices niade by somebody else, so as to not give any possible money . 
adva7itage over anybody else. We do not know that it says a7iything 
about the bookseller getting rich. We do not think it need. We do not 
know of a?iy bookseller who is getting rich by acting on its advice. The 
journal is the Publishers’ Weekly. 

We know of a bookseller who has, for several years, doubled his 
stock, doubled his sales, a?id, of course, niore than doubled his profits, 
every year j a bookseller who discriminates between books and books, 
who “pushes ” some and even ref uses orders for others j who respects 
books somewhat according to their co/ite/its, 7iot altogether according to 
the profits they may bring j who also sells silks and bonnets and linen s 
and carpets and bedsteads and knives and forks andpots and kettles and 
playthings a?id caiidy and soda-waterj through whose store fifty thousand

people pass every fair day in the bookselling harvest-twie, before Christ- 
?nas. Those fifty thousa?id people buy his books. They are there be¬ 
cause so niany wants are so well satisfied there. Would he be wise to 
drop forty sorts of 7nerchandise and stick to one ?

“ Every man is a debtor to his profession, fro77i 
the which, as 77 ien do of course seek to receive 
countenance and profit , so ought they of duty to 
enaeavor the 7 nselves by way of a 7 nends to be a 
help thereunto .” — Lord Bacon. 

Nay, nay, brother, thou wouldst not be wise 
“ to drop the forty sorts of merchandise and stick 
to one/’ Not the playthings, not the candy, and, 
therefore, not the books. For thou hast found 
the books even more pleasing than the sweetest 
of” taffy.” And thou art a good merchant, who 
knowest the taste of thy custom. Thou combinest 
all the elements of him of whom thou sayest,” He 
who combines them all in the greatest degree is 
the greatest merchant, though he may not be a 
good man, neighbor or citizen.” And thou hast 
got together “acceptable things,” and art im¬ 
proving thy capital over him who lacks the ele¬ 
ments, ” however excellent a man, neighbor or 
citizen he may be.” And thou, like the good 
“New Pirate” whom by natural affinity thou 
hast chosen for another text in thy paper, hast 
done a public good. For thou seekest to keep 
thy city full of “ excellent men, neighbors or 
citizens.” And, also like the good “New 
Pirate,” thou never callest upon the public to 
notice what noble work thou art doing. Well 
dost thou draw a line and place the successful 
merchant on the one side and the good man on 
the other. For a wareroom is not a Sunday- 
school. Here thou mayest teach the young and 
innocent “ Blessed are the poor in spirit, for 
theirs is the kingdom of heaven,” and “ Lay 
not up for yourselves treasures upon earth,” 
and “Ye cannot serve God and Mammon,” 
and “ Whatsover ye would that men should do 
to you, do ye even so to them.” And thy good 
scholars in the Sunday-school follow thee into 
thy wareroom, because they believe in thee. 
And thou art a good merchant, and thou art 
rich. And therefore in thy wareroom thou dost 
not pray with the unwary, “ And lead us not 
into temptation.” For it is thy practice: 
“The more tempting things he gets together, 
the faster he grows rich.” Nor dost thou pray, 


in walking to thy stores in the morning, “Give 
us this day our daily bread.” We do not think 
thou needest. For thou thkest the loaves from 
the tables of the tradesmen, and leavest them 
the crumbs. Now if some one should say to 
the one with the loaves, “If thou wilt be perfect, 
go and sell that thou hast, and give it to the 
poor”—would he be wise “to drop the forty 
sorts of merchandise” ? 

He would not, for they are “great posses¬ 
sions.” And every word that is said by our 
new contemporary, the Book News, is of the 
same wisdom, of which the Publishers’ Week¬ 
ly lacks the first element. Therefore, the 
Book Neras truly says of the Weekly, “We do 
not know of any bookseller who is getting rich 
by acting on its advice.” With all the wisdom 
of the good merchant against the bookseller, it 
has no advice for him how to get rich. And it 
has given none. It has given sundry advice to 
the publishers, “ but that don’t count.” The 
Publishers’ Weekly addresses the publishers 
just as the pastor addresses his parishioners. 
“ It is my duty.” After the sermon, they run back 
to the “scramble.” And all run, but few read. 

But what the Weekly lacks, our contempo¬ 
rary has in abundance. And now that it has so 
generously handed us the key to riches, 
we will not hide it under a bushel. Would 
that we could print its words of wisdom in 
golden letters ! But the Weekly has done its 
best in printing them so apart, and in letters so 
large, that “ those who run may read.” Let every 
bookseller, let every good man that has fool¬ 
ishly wasted his life, and his money, and his 
industry in learning an honest trade, cut them 
out and put them in the rustic frame over his 
mantelpiece. Let him take out the time-worn, 
“ Every man is a debtor ‘to his profession,” 
or “ A Good Name is Rather to be Chosen than 
Great Riches,” for they are not for “The Use 
of a Merchant.” And what a glorious time is 
in store for us when this wisdom shall have 
spread over all the cities of the land, and when 
the great centres of business, the Broadways, 
the Chestnut Streets, the Washington Streets, 
and the Sixth Avenues will be one unbroken 
raw of booksellers and others, who all “ sell 
silks and bonnets and linens and carpets and 
bedsteads and knives and forks and pots and 
kettles and playthings and candy and soda- 
water.” It will be the millennium, when every¬ 
body will be rich, even the booksellers and the 
Publishers’ Weekly ! 


With a few exceptions, so notable that they 
need not be named, the publishers of law¬ 
books seem to care as little for a proper biblio¬ 
graphical record of their books as the subscrip- 
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tion - book publishers. Law - books are a 
specialty, and the general bookseller can scarce¬ 
ly afford to handle them as stock. But the 
booksellers, nevertheless, ought to have in¬ 
formation on so important a class of books. 
Law publishers are inclined to underrate the 
value of proper information. There is scarcely 
any live bookseller who does not count sorpe 
lawyers among his customers. They are a 
good class of bookbuyers, and many orders 
might be secured by the bookseller who is 
kept posted on the latest issues of law literature, 
not to speak of the advantages of a proper 
record which is largely consulted, for book in¬ 
formation, by librarians and journalists. The 
proper record of law-books, at any rate, seems 
to the Weekly of such importance that, not 
being able to obtain satisfactory information 
directly, it has made arrangements outside of 
its office for a specially prepared record. It 
is to be hoped that, in time, the law publishers 
will follow the example of the medical pub¬ 
lishers (who formerly were nearly as derelict), 
and relieve the Weekly of that share of the tax 
which in fairness should be borne by them. 

The preponderance of law-books in this num¬ 
ber is owing to the fact that it includes books 
issued since July 1, 1882. We are under 
special obligations to Messrs. Baker, Voorhis 
& Co. lor kindly supplying the prices of the 
bulk of the law-books.

“The Best Reading,” edited by Lynds E. 
Jones, is, says the N. Y. World , “a classified 
record of current literature, English and Ameri¬ 
can, from the centennial year down to the close 
of 1881, with the prices of the books. When 
the first series was published under the editor¬ 
ship of Mr. Perkins, the work was favorably 
noticed in these columns for its comprehensive¬ 
ness and practicality. The second series de¬ 
serves no less praise, and the book will be 
found quite as useful by the student as by the 
book-buyer.” (Putnam. $1.) 

Historical Reference Lists. —Under this 
heading can be classed three publications which 
have made their appearance almost simultane¬ 
ously, and which, so soon following the excel¬ 
lent “ Manual of Historical Literature,” by Pro¬ 
fessor C. K. Adams, only prove how much there 
has been a want of such guides. The good 
work previously done in this direction by the 
Boston Public Library is now beginning to bear 
fruit. The first of the three new books has the 
above title, “ Historical References,” and is pri¬ 
marily “designed to facilitate the work of stu¬ 
dents of history in the Ohio State University, 
and to promote special studies in the subjects 
presented. The Lists relating to the Middle 
Ages, Modern Europe, and English Constitu¬ 
tional History are as full as the resources of the 
State Library would admit. The lecture sub¬ 
jects and references to accompany the course in 
the United States Constitutional History are 
fortunately more nearly complete, as the State 
Library is well equipped in the published sources. 
Still no claim is made that the list is exhaustive. 
It is presented with the hope that it may prove 
to be a practical working list for students whose % 
lime is subject to the limitations of the college 
curriculum.” (Published by A. H. Smythe, Co¬ 
lumbus, Ohio, 12 0 . pap., 40c.) The second, pub¬ 
lished by Ginn, Heath & Co., is “The Reader’s 
Guide to English History,” by Prof. Wm. Francis 
Allen. The arrangement of this useful guide 
“is that of four parallel columns upon two op¬ 
posite pages: the first column containing the 
English sovereigns, in the several houses, in the 
form of genealogical tables ; the second, good 
historical reading, whether histories, biog¬ 
raphies, or essays; the third, novels, poems, 
and dramas illustrating that period of English 
history,—also, so far as possible, arranged chro¬ 
nologically ; the fourth, the same class of works 
illustrating contemporary history.” The third, 
published in London (E. Stanford, is. 6d.), is a 
descriptive Catalogue of Historical Novels and 
Tales, for the use of school libraries and teachers 
of history, enlarged from the list in the Journal 
of Education , March, 1882, compiled and de¬ 
scribed by H. Courthope Bowen. The Pub¬ 
lishers’ Weekly Office had intended to publish 
the latter, accompanied by historical references, 
chiefly based on the Boston and Quincy Public 
Libraries ; but on reconsideration has decided 
to entrust a competent library hand at home 
with the compilation, on a new plan, of a guide 
to historical fiction with historical and other 
references for parallel reading. This volume is 
to be issued uniform with the “Reading Diary” 
and “Books of. All Time.” For the same 
series are preparing a guide to the Books of 
History, by Prof. C. K. Adams ; a guide to the 
Books of Science, by Wm. C. Lane, of Harvard 
College library ; and other hand-books for the 
guidance of readers and librarians

Among the guests were Messrs. W. D. Howells, 
Henry James, T. B. Aldrich, Bret Harte, John 
Hay, Moncure D. Conway, Charles Dudley War¬ 
ner, Clarence King, and Edwin Booth. 

W. B. Smith & Co. announce an important 
work on the subject of silk culture, by Louise 
Capsadell, Secretary of the New York Silk Ex¬ 
change, assisted by Virion des Lauriens, silk- 
culturist and Superintendent of the New York 
Silk Exchange.

The author 
has made his work a labor of love, and has pro¬ 
duced a book which is not made up of scraps 
and newspaper notices of the man as an elo¬ 
quent divine and a popular platform lecturer, 
but is a careful and discriminating presentation 
of the character, life, and labors of one of the 
foremost pulpit orators of America.
